The Eidiculows Chinese Army. 
There was much anxiety over 
the probable fate of Rev. Dr. Fran¬ 
cis E. Clark, President of the 
Christian Endeavorers, who was 
in China when the Boxer troubles 
began, but he is Safe. His exper¬ 
ience lends additional interest to 
his article in this week’s Saturday 
Evening Post on John Chinaman 
at Home: His Queer Beliefs: His 
Ridiculous Army. Dr. Clark 
writes: 

“The army of China is the laugh¬ 
ing-stock of the world, and no 
wonder. It is a s.vnonym for cow¬ 
ardice and not for courage. It is a 
rabble picked up in the slums-, ill- 
equipped, ill-fed, ill-clothed, ill- 
paid or paid not at all. Even the 
Chinese laugh at their own sol¬ 
diers. 

“At a recent public meeting the 
speaker, an American, urged 
Christian courage and fortitude, 
saying that his hearers must en¬ 
dure hardship and be brave like 
good soldiers. When his Chinese 
Interpreter came to translate this 
passage he interpolated the re¬ 
mark : ‘Of course he does not mean 
Chinese .soldiers.’ 

“Moreover, these soldiers know 
that they are constantly starved 
in rations and cheated in arms and 
munitions of war by their super¬ 
iors officers. Tons and tons of gun¬ 
powder are filched every year 
from Chinese forts and magazines 
and sold to the firecracker makers. 
At the time of the Japanese war 
hundreds of government rifles and 
even some cannon were in the 
pawn-shops. 

“During tne early ‘Boxer’ trou¬ 
bles a squad of Chinese soldiers 
were detailed from a fort to guard 
the premises of some friends of 
mine at Paoting-fu, near Peking, 
Night after night the soldiers 
marched into my friend’s com¬ 
pound and camped in one of his 
outhouses. At last it occurred to 
him to request the soldiers to fire 
a salute, so that all il]-dispos 6 d 
persons might know of thoir pres¬ 
ence. To this they gravely re¬ 
plied that they would gladly do so 
had any powder been given them* 
but that before the next night they 
would get some powder and fire 
the salute at nine o’clock. There¬ 
after, for a week or more, prompt¬ 
ly at the appointed hour, the 
welkin rang with a tremendous 
discharge of small arms. But one 
night it was omitted, and my 
friend, inquiring the reason, was 
told that the soldiers were out of 
wadding. It was afierward dis¬ 
covered that when the Soldiers had 
powder and Wadding they had no 
bullets.”

Lordsburg, Cal,, June, 1900. 

My dear Friend;—I wish you 
could have been with me to-day. 
An idle horse, standing -in the 
shade, an exhilerating California 
morning, and with time hanging 
in my hands, what more natural 
than that I should appropriate the 
outfit? 

Everyone was busy, so I took a 
book for company. A cool breeze 
was very refreshing after the “95’’ 
of heat and a desert wind” for the 
two previous days, so giving Gip- 
sey the lines, I went down through 
our derai-village, then turned 
north toward the foot hills, with 
my lower eye on a lovely orange 
orchard just before, and my upper 
eye on the lovely hills that seem¬ 
ed so near. What appeared to be 
a bridge on approaching proved to 
be two boundary posts, bearing 
the inscription “Private grounds, 
no admission except on business.” 
Fearing my enjoyment might not 
be construed “business” I wheeled 
around in the newly mowed field 
and went back to a more prosaic 
road, which brought me, before 
Jong, to another orchard—now 
plucked of its golden fruit,—then 
past acres and acres of newly set 
orange shoots, past a eucalyptus 
grove, more oranges, a turn in the 
road, more oranges, another turn 
and a large tract of lemons and or¬ 
anges, oranges and lemons, and 
palm trees. On, on I went, aiming 
for the foot hills, and either a 
canon or a grove of oaks. 

Ah ! yes, here are the oaks. It 
was only one, and its broad 
branches were too low to drive a 
carriage under. On, down a rough 
hill, and, lo ! a big grape field. Not 
knowing where T was at, I follow¬ 
ed the wheel track, getting con- 
stiyitly nearer the lovely hills. 
The field was broad, the track was 
narrow, but the hills urged me on. 
Bj' and by, we came out iiast some 
barns and found the object of my 
search,—a big live oak in a jilace 
convenient for a noon rest. The 
ground was broken all about, aud 
close by were the abrupt hills, be¬ 
yond whicH rose other hills, be¬ 
tween w^hose peaks arose other 
peaks, and all between were the 
canons. Across a gully just be¬ 
yond the big tree, was a little foot¬ 
bridge that led to the house where 
children and chickens seemed to 
abound. 

Gipsy was glad of the cool 
breeze that came sweeping down, 
as well as the shade which we 
shared with a large work bench, 
several carts, harrows, barrows, 
shovels, ploughs, spades, scrapers, 
—all the implements for caring for 
the large grape farm,—and a dozen 
hens that were lazily oiling their 
feathers as if in preparation for 
rain.

We drove up to the top of San 
Rose mountain—a spur of the foot 
hills near Pomona,— the other 
day, where, far as the eye could 
reach, north and south, Was spread 
out a panorama of oi'chards, and 
houses and little villages—east 
and west rise the sharp mountains 
—a pretty picture, especially when 
taken iu connection with the delL 
cions air, which is such an exhila¬ 
ration. After breathing this alf a 
few days, you no longer wonder at 
Californians’enthusiasm over their 
climate. 

All this time, Gipsy has been 
picking up bits of alfalfa j more 
chickens come fo oil. themselves In 
tho shade 5 and children come to 
see what is wanted, and to invite 
mo to the house.
